.ng four windows. A policeman be- 
onging to the St Petersburg force 
was injured. According to information 
at hand no other accident occurred, 
nquiry continues.'' 


In spite of the official statement that 


.he cannon shot which might easily 
iaye \yirjed out^the^whole^of the' Ro- 
nanofi" family was the result of care- 
essness in leaving a shotted cartridge 
n the breech of a gun after target 
iractice, the mysterious case is still 
inder the combined investigation of 
he military and police, and the public 
leems as little inclined as the author- 
ties to accept the published version. 
The officers and men of the battery 
lave not teen arrested, but are con- 
fined to the barracks, and by the mili- 
ary regulations are so closely under 
estraint that it is impossible for the 
ulprit or culprits to escape until the 
esponsibility is determined. 


The police made the following state- 


ment: "With the second or third shot 
roin the bourse battery on Basil island 


very large number of bullets struck 
tie chapel of the palace.

Washington, Jan: 20 — No attempt

Secre- 
tary of State Hay has received assur- 
anees^to'this effect. Recently it was re- 
ported that some o£ the powers con- 
temp,iated extending the territorial 
possessions they already had in China 
at,ftie^'conclusion of the war in order 
to ""maintain what they called the bal- 
ance .of power in the east, asserting 
tKat,'fhe outcome of the war would be 
a/readjustment of Chinese territorial 
Jiouhdaries. A circular note was dis- 
'patched by Secretary Hay to the pow- 
ers based on this information, with the 
result that they have now all positive- 
ly disclaimed any such

contract and of couse ii the 
latter 


should furnifeh free gat to the city the 
former would 
receive 
no 
revenue 


thexefor. For this reason the Logan 
people were anxious for the city to 
take 2 per cent of the -gross receipts 
instead of the free gas. 
They are get- 


tinng all the worst of it as they fur- 
nish free gas. to other city plants for 
their franchise, and now 
tinder the 


Newark 
company's franchise, 
they 


v/ould have to furnish, free gas to the 
municipal electric light plant, 
and 


therefore would receive 
no 
revenue 


from this source. 


"It is my opinion that the Logan 


people could not be drawn into this 
kind ot an arrangement, and that they 
insisted upon the Newark 
company 


paying them, for the gas used at the 
light plant. 
Hence the meter was 


put ir>. What would be the use of a 
Dieter otherwise' And now comes thu 
Kewaik company and puts in a six 
instead of three-inch main, so that the 
piessure against the meter will be ma- 
terially reduced. 


Towever, everything is satisfactory
